Seo. 7. That all damages, costs, and oxpenses of lo-
cating, laying out, and opening such road, including the
damages for the right of way, shall be paid from the re-
spective town treasuries, except such as may be received
by way of road taxes.

Sro. 8. This act shall take effect and bein force
from and after its passage.

CHAPTER LVIII

An Act to Construct a State Road from a point on the
Lload leading from Mankato to Mapleton, in Bilus
Larth Coanty, to Winnebago City, in Faribault Coun-
ty, Minnesota.
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Bait enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Segrion 1. That David Wilcox, Wm. H. Blackman,
and J. A. Latimer, are hereby appointed commissioners,
to mark out, locate and establish a State road, commen-
cing at a point on the Indian reservation, at or near where
the road leading to Shelbyville leaves the Mapleton road,
gouth of the LeSueur river, in Blue Earth county ; thence
by the nearest and most practicable route, to a point of
intersection with the Farbault county road at Shelby-
ville, in Blue Earth county; thence by the nearest and
most practicable ronte to Winnebago ¢ity, in Faribaul
county, :
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Sro. 2. Thathaid c],-l(immissioners ghall meet ?ﬁ \Eg-
nebago city, in Faribault county, on or before the first i
Mongay 11? June 1862, and proceed to discharge the du- zmmm
ties imposed upon them by the provisions of this act ; ol vacancies
Provided, That in the absence of any of said commis-
sionors, the others may supply said vacancy, by appoint-
ing another commissioner, or in case a majority of them
meet, may proceed to discharge their duties.

Seo. 3. That said commissioners are hereby empow- may empoy
ered to employ one surveyor and two chainmen. sstistants

Sec. 4. The said commissioners shall, as soon as prac-
ticable after laying out said road, file a plat of the gurvey
of aaid road in the office of county anditors of the differ-
ent counties through which said road passes, and said
plat shall be legal evidence of the locality and the exist-
ence of gaid road.

Sro. 5. The commissioners, surveyor and chainmen
shall be paid by the counties in which said road is loca-
ted, agreeably with the labor performed in each county ; Oompensationtor
Provided, however, That such commissioners shall not he ™ Te7em4e
paid a higher rate than one dellar and fifty cents per day,
nor such surveyor at a higher rate than three dollfm's per
day, nor such chainmen ah(iigher rate than one dollar per
day in locating, platting and marking out said road.

Sgo. 6. That it shall be the duty of said commission-
ers to appraise the damages sustained by each owner of Jamsis—ow
land through which said road shall pass, and in case any “* -
one ehall feel aggrieved by said appraisal, he may, with-
in thirty days, appeal in writing to the chairmen of su-
pervisors of the town wherein said owner may reside, and
the said supervisors shall canse a conatable of his town to
summon a jury of twelve freeholders, who shall proceed
to examine said road, s majority of whom ghall deter-
mine the amount of damages, if any, the said owner has
sustained.

Sro. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after ite passage.
